SURRENDER OF GUERIN,
Autl-Bemite Agitator ls Taksn to the
Outskirts of Paria
PARIS, Bept. M.—The streetza ad-
Joining the Rue de Chabrod early this
morning, when the demonmration was
made that resulted in the surrender
of M. Guerin, resembled the yard of
& cavalry barracks. One narrow lane
wus completely filled by a detachment
of municipal horse guards, the horses
ciosely packed side by side from one
end of the lane to the other. Carblnes
were slung from the saddles, while the
troopers stood at the heads of (the
horses holding bridles. The municipal
guards belong to the best cavairy In
the world, being all fine men with
magnificent steeds. Looking up the
slreel o fantastic view was presented,
The yellowish flame of the gus lamps
atlached to the walls of the houses
was just strong emough to show up
the long unequal line of polished brass
heimots and the outlined forms of
the shifting troopers, as tired with the
long walt, they moved from wide to
side. This (mposing foroe of cavalry
was Intended to cope with any move-
ment of the mob, should they interfers
with the policé arrangements or at-

tempt to rescue M. Guarin,

At I a m, M. Guerin appeared at a
window and asked an hour's reapite to
make up his mind, declaring that he
would surrender then If his friends
were not arrésted. At 4 o'clock A eap-
taln of the guard mapped at the door,
as already stated. M. Guerin was
the last to leave the house. The po-
lice had a dozen open cabs all ready
for the reception of the garrison.

M. Guerin was driven rapidly amay
by the least erowded approach to the
Fue de Chabrol Not a cry was
raised and there wus no demonstra-
tion, H.Ggertnwn taken to the
central Japot In the Palals de Justlee,
sithated on the Ile de la Cite, In the
center of the Seine. Then the weary
troopers marchad off. The officers
gave onders to the cavalrymen who
mounted thelr borses and trottad
away. Then followed the firemeén In|
wagons with thelr engines and fire es-
capes and soon only a small detach-
ment of municipal foot guards and a
cordon 3f pollee envelopad In hooded
cloaks remalned In the (mmediate
vicinity of the fort.

The majority of the crowd were at
the opposite end at the strest from
which M. Guerin and his companions
were driven away and the first Inti-
mation these sight-seers had that
Fort Chabrol had surrendered was the
withdrawal of the troops and guards
The exclamstion was heard on all
sldes: “Why, they have surrendered
like sheep! What a fasco!” and the
erowd, cheated out of the anticipated
storming of the fort by fire and water,
dispersed laughing at the expense of
the government, which had taken six
weeks to accomplish what, with a
Hitile determination, might have been
done the first day and exchanging sar-
